TRIAL MARRIAGE IN NEW YORK 


Trial marriages are actually legal in N evv 1 ork 


and have been for some time according to a law v er 
in the big cit> 
NTot onl> are thej possible but thev 


are facts 
Advantage has been taken of the bungling 


laws which make them pi oper 


One section of the state statutes allows the issuance 


of marriage licenses to children not specif} ing any 
ige 
The common law minimum uge for manlage Is 


12 vears for girls and 14 years for bov 3 
In another 


section of the statutes however It is specified that 
marriages hetween persons less thin 18 v ears old 
the legal consent age 
may be declared 
null and 


void though the parents consent had been given and 
children been born 


But after the marriage has been made or even 


after the nullification, declared action can be taken 
against the magistrate or minister w ho 
performed 


the 01 Iglnal ceremony for in another part of the 
state I LWS it is provided that anyone who performs 
a marriage ceremonj between peisons less than IS 
vears old is gutltj of a misdemeanor and liable to a 
fine and imprisonment 


Thus about one Important though simple subject 


the laws of one state known to be opposed to in 
fractions of the marital bond provide such a muddle 
of regulations that the statutes are made to look 
foolish after 
a cursory examination 
but bv that 


examination It 13 made evident that trial marriages 
are practically authorized

question has long been w ell known
